An audience of ladies and gentleman 


which nearly filled the auditorium ot 
Grace M. E. church last; night beard the 
lecture on "The Great Deeds ot Great 
Hen" delivered by Bev.Cbarles H.Fowler, 
ot Minneapolis, Minn., one ot the distin- 
guished bishops tot the Methodist Epis- 
copal ohnroh. The Bishop was intro- 
duced by Dr. Oneal and tor one how and 
forty minntee the lecturer held the fixed 
attention ot his hearers by the beauty ot 
his address, the absorbing interest ot his 
subject, his flashes of wit, his humorous 
stories, and his eloquent and at times 
highly dramatic delivery, particularly at 
those|periods where he brought ont the 
heroism ot his chosen subject*. Applause 
was frequent. 


The Bishop based his address on the 


propoeition that, God's greatest teachers 
are priceless, and in turn he mentioned 
the Greeks, Napoleon, Coenr de Lson, 
Byron, Bobby Burns, George D. Prentice, 
Edward of England, the Black Prince, 
Oliver Cromwell, William of Normandy, 
Gen. 
Grant. Erekine, the English lawyer, 


Lord Nelson, the Dnke ot Wellington. 
Alexander, Dr. John Hall, Henry Ward 
Beeoaer, and closed with a tribute to 
Abraham Lincoln. 


In its scope the lecture brought ont 


the chief events in the lives ot the great 
men noted, and points were presented 
in a way to make a lasting impression up- 
on all within hearing. 


Greatness is ot slow growth. Great 


men are few. They come up slowly and 
are brought ont by circumstances. Op- 
portunities are offered and they are em- 
braced. The trouble with politics if, 
there are too many stage trying to lead. 
This is true in other affairs ot life. Great 
leaders are priceless, so is the service ot 
the physician who comes to yon when 
you are sick and close to death. Bis 
skill and courage save your life and re- 
store your health. Who can measure 
the value ot his service? It is the great- 
est privilege one can have to work for a 
Saxon and it is a privilege to work for 
our own board. But we are always too 
much in a harry. We are m a hurry to 
go to work, we are in a harry to get 
through dinner, and then we are in a 
harry to go to some entertainment, try- 
ing also to'hnrry through that, "but yon 
can't do it to-night." [Laughter] But 
God never fanrrim. He has plenty ot 
time. No thoughtful man has a right 10 
expect sudden greatness. Mushrooms 
grow up in a single night, and so do 
mush-heads. The self-poised man ia great- 
not the self-centered man. George D. 
Prentice said: "Show me a man who has 
a great idea ot himself, and I will show 
you a man who will never hav* another."

Because we can whip all creation, and 
secondly because yon can't touch a great 
American without going into politics, and 
the Bishop added parenthetically, "I'm 
not in politics now. 
I went oat a little 


over a year ago." We don't like to see 
our idols knocked about. Grant in the 
Wilderness, sitting against a tree with a 
cigar in his month, in the heat o? battfa, 
had confidence in himself and unshaken 
faith in the perfection ot his plans. 
History does not famish a better ex- 
ample. 
We act in the presence of a 


great motiv.-. The brain can stsnd^rsat 
pressure. 
Tie ttonbie with ue is we go 


through life under low pressure. The 
Spani-rd, the Frenchman, the Germar, 
and the English are moved by different 
motives.

Tirat UoKiniey Idea. 


The junior Democratic organ, the 


Herald-Despatch, seems to be greatly 
troubled in mind about tba attitude ot 
the people in relation to Maj. William 
MoKinley aa a presidential favorite. 
That paper does not look with favor 
upon the well-defined preference ot the 
people for him, for the simple reason that 
in case he is nominated, which now seema 
as certain aa any fatnre event oan be, 
that paper, in one campaign at least, will 
ba pat m a position where it cannot 
masquerade its political hypocrisy. 


In 1890 and again \n 1892 when a unit- 


ed effort was being made by the Dem:- 
oratic press and Democratic campaigner?, 
by the most infamous deception and 
to ing ever resorted to, to create a preju- 
dice against MoKmley and the act which 
bore his name, no paper waa more dili- 
gent in aiding the nefarious baainess 
than the Herald-Despatch. It waa that 
paper that flaunted before its readers 
that maxim, "The tanff should ba revised 
by its victims," which, in the light of the 
events of the past year, has become the 
silliest of sayings. It was that paper 
tist insisted that MoEinley bad bur- 
dened the people with taxes to enrich 
the coffers of the manufacturers, and it 
was that paper that published a fraudu- 
lent tariff schedule, gotten up by an alien 
New York importer, and which was first 
published in the New York Post, and 
tried to palm it off on its readers aa the 
MoKinley tanff act, end when caught at 
the triok, promised to make a correction 
and never did it. 
For these and many other reasons.among 
which might be mentioned MoEinley's 
popularity, that paper does not want him 
nominated and baa had the temerity to 
anggeat that MoEinley ought not to be 
nominated because he is a man of one 
idea, meaning of course, that his infor- 
mation ia limited to a knowledge ot 
tariffs. 
Major MoKmley is the most 


popular man among the people to-day in 
America, and he is popular because he 
haa never failed the people in any partic- 
ular. Bat it it were true that MoEinley'e 
ability is limited to a knowledge of the 
tariff, that, at this time, would be enough 
to cause a disappointed and distressed 
people to stretch their watted hands to- 
ward him, and ask him to deliver' them. 
If he baa but that one idea, protection to 
American industries and American labor, 
it is at this time paramount to every 
other idea. 


Under the MoKmley tariff aot the 


country waa rapidly building up new 
factories, enlarging existing ones and 
employing more and more labor. Bat 
at the very time, when a day's wages 
was buying more of the necessaries of 
life than at any time in the history of 
this, or aay other country, snob JDemo-

He says: "The 
southern people controlled this country 
from tbe beginning of its history nntil 
the war, and now again they are getting 
control in every department under the 
government.' 


Livingston's statement is practically 


correct, as the northern wing ot the 
Damooratio party was simply the tool of 
the southern people and followed their 
dictation, uo matter what it involved. 
Bat there ia one legitimate exception 
that may be taken to Bepresantative 
Livingston'* statement, namely, that the 
South did not hold control of the gov- 
ernment up to the time ot the war. Be- 
fore the war the Bepnbliean party, com- 
posed of the only men who had the 
courage to refuse to be controlled by tbe 
southern dictators, came into power; 
and that fact was used in bringing about 
tbe secession ot the states, which weia 
whipped back into the Union through 
the vigorous policy of tbe Republican 
party.

northern Democracy to do its bidding. 
They have got into power by tbe grossest 
misrepresentations end by tbe aid of 
snob organiz .lions as the different politi- 
cal farmers' organizations, the populuts 
sad the silver question, ell ot wnioh bate 
baen worked by tricksters with the view 
of reinstating the Damooralia party. 
But tbe chances are that the coming 
elections will again wreet the govern-

Vengeance Taken on tbe Baxter 


County Murderers. 


SHOT TO DEATH WHILE IS THEIR CELLS 


History of the Awful Crima and Almost 


Double Murder Committed for the 


Purposa of Robbery — The 


Prisoners Old Offenders. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Feb. 28.—Justice, 


swift, sure and sweeping, was meted 
out to two murderers by a mob at 
Mountain Home, Ark., shortly before 
midnight Monday night. About 11:3< 
o'clock several hundred men, supposed 
to be inhabitants of Ozark county, Mo., 
and Fulton and Baxter counties, Ar- 
kansas, assembled at Mountain Home 
for c-he purpose of lynching Anderson 
Carter and Bud Montgomery, alias Jas- 
per Newton. The mob waa very or- 
derly, and went about its business with 
a firm determination to see that justice 
was dealt out to the guilty. 


The mob overpowered the jailer and 


guards, took their guns and demanded 
the keys. Hon. J. C. South, repre- 
sentative of Baxter county, made a 
half hour's speech to the mob and 
begged that the lives of the men be 
spared and that the law be allowed to 
take 
its course. The members of 


the mob listened in sullen silence to 
his talk and that of others, and then 
went about their deadly work. They 
procured the keys and unlocked the 
doors and commenced shooting into 
the jail. After about twenty shots, 
the firing ceased. 
Anderson Carter 


was dead, but Newton was found to be 
alive and asking for water. This was 
given him and then the mob finished 
its vengeance by riddling his body 
with bullets. 
Both died protesting 


their innocence and only asked that 
they be relieved of their shackles. »»• 


According to a previous agreement, 


the life of Bert Carter, one of the trio 
who confessed and gave the whole 
thing away, was spared, and it is 
thought he will be given a life sen- 
tence in the penitentiary. He was 
forced to do what he did by his father, 
Anderson Carter. He told wh'ere the 
money was, and went with a posse 
and recovered Sl.tOO of it 
Bart says 


Anderson Carter did the planning and 
Newton the killing. 


The mob was afraid to take the men 


out and hang them for fear the sheriff 
would interrupt them. After complet- 
ing their work the men disappeared.

son, in Baxter county, Ark., on the 
night of December 18.

SENATORS IN CAUCUS 


For the Further Consideration o: 


the Tariff Bill. 


SECTOR BfilCE'S SUGGESTIVE SPEECH 


The Bill Should be Made Up by Men 


from Statea Having Great Indus- 


trie* to Foster, in the Inter- 


ests of Democracy. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 
28.—The demo- 


cratic senatorial caucus upon the tariff 
bill, adjourned shortly before 6 o'clock 
last night until 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing. No action was taken on any item 
in the bill. After adjournment a mem- 


vl>er of the finance committee said it 
was hoped, now that the speeches had 
been made all around, action will fol- 
low and something definite will be ac- 
complished to-day. 
It is doubtful, 


^iowever. if the caucus can reach any 
Conclusion so soon, 


Sugar was not the only topic de- 


manding 
attention yesterday, al- 


though mueh depends on the action 
taken on that schedule. The commit- 
tee offered the caucus what might be 
called a "flat" rate on sugar of 1 cent 
a pound, based upon the pure sacharine 
matter. This would fix the duty on 
sugar testing but 80 degrees at eight- 
tenths of a cent, and would therefore 
show the refiner avery slight favoritism. 
The sugar men believe, however, that 
they will be able to get the one-eighth 
clear they claimed, and some go so far 
as to claim a quarter of.'a cent. 


There appears to be no further un- 


certainty as to coal, and it is conceded 
that fifty cents a ton will be given it. 


It is understood that a somewhat 


sensational scene took place during 
the morning session. 


Monday Senator White, of Louisiana, 


made a very vigorous speech while on 
the subject of sugar, in which he bit- 
terly denounced the attitude of some 
senators. No reply was made until 
yesterday morning when, it is said, 
two or three senators replied in lan- 
guage that was decidedly personal, 
and unpleasant. It is also said that 
Mr. White has declared that he would 
not send his resignation as senator to I 
the governor of Louisiana until he 
knew what was to be done with sugar. 
His attitude was described by one 
senator as that of a man who stood 
with his commission as a supreme court 
justice in one pocket and his resigna- 
tion as a senator in the other, waiting 
to see where he could serve his constit- 
uents and the people best 


Senator Brice, of Ohio, who was the 


prime mover in calling the caucus, 
made a .speech in which he is said to 
kave criticised the wisdom that placed 
the construction of the tariff bill in 
the hands of three senators, whose 
status as a subcommittee had been at- 
tacked on the floor of the senate, and 
Kone nncbalenged, and who were not 
apparently in sympathy with any of 
the manufacturing centers of the 
country which were most affected bv 
the bill. 


Mr. Brice, it is understood, called at- 


tention to the fact that there must be 
more done than merely to conciliate 
the sugar senators whose constituents 
wonld be injured by the prospective leg- 
islation, and that a very important 
question for democrats to consider, was 
what they should do to keep in the 
party the great states of New York, 


• New Jersey and Maryland, which were 


full of industries, that he asserted the 
proposed 
bill sought 
to 
cripple. 


There could also be, in his state, Mr. 
Brice added, if this congress acted with 
wisdom, ten doubtful congressional 
districts. The great states of Ohio, 
New York and New Jersey, with their 
representation in congress aggregating 
many times more than any southern 
delegation, should not be ignored. 
The democrats, Mr. Brice believed, 
should frame a bill that would yield suf- 
ficient revenue to run the government, 
but they had failed to do it. If the 
bill was not carefully considered Mr. 
Brice warned the caucus that the states 
to which he had referred would be- 
come, so far as democracy was con- 
cerned, as barren as a desert. If con- 
cessions were to be made, he said, they 
must be made on general lines and 
toward those industries that produce 
the greatness of the states which the 
democratic party was now threatened 
with losing-. 


Mr. Brice wanted the party removed 


from the place where it lays itself open 
to'the suspicion of engaging in a sec- 
tional consideration of the measure. 
For that reason he believed it better 
that the bill should be referred to a

THE NKW TAXATION SCHEME 


Oi the Italian Prime Minister Meets with 


Strong Opposition. 


EOME, Feb. 28.—The new taxation 


programme of Prime Minister Sinoni 
meets with strong opposition in the 
Vatican owing to the fact that large 
investments in Italian rentes were re- 
cently made by the financial depart- 
ment of the papal household. Follow- 
ing the inevitable closing of the dis- 
tilleries and other works which are un- 
able to bear, the proposed'new taxa- 
tion, it if feared there will be great 
disorder and possibly bloodshed. 


The proposal to confer full powers 


on the ministry until next January is 
hot favorably commented on by the 
Italian press. The Opione interprets 
the projects to mean the suppression 
of parliament. 


The Fanfulla- opposes the proposal 


for the appointment by royal decree of 
a commission of senators and deputies 
to aid the government, holding that 
such a commission ought to be elected 
by the respective chambers. If that is 
Hot done parliament will be virtually 
Suppressed. 


The Caputale says the country will 


not acquiesce tn the scheme. 


NEWS FROM WEST AFRICA. 


British Combo Invaded by Natives— 


Bouted bar West Indian Troops. 


LONDON, Feb. 88.—A dispatch from 


Rear-Admiral Bedford, commanding 
the British West African fleet at Bath- 
nrst, Gambia, says that a large force 
of natives under Chief Fodisilah have 
invaded British Combo. The legisla.- 
tive council of the colony immediately 
met to devise means of protecting 
themselves aud driving away the in- 
vaders. The council decided to organ- 
ize patrol parties, which are to bo led 
by members of the council. 


There was two hours fighting be- 


tween the natives and a detachment of 
the West India regiment on Sunday. 
The fighting was mostly under cover 
of the bushes, in which style of war- 
fare the British were at a disadvan- 
tage. 
The engagement terminated 


with the defeat and rout of the natives, 
who lost a number in killed and 
wounded, None of the West India com- 
mand was killed and only three were 
wounded.
